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1. In January 1950 there were still about four hundred Soviet citizens, most 
of whom were White Russians prior to the past few years, in Tsingtao. 
Approximately tiirty percent of this group are destitute and depend on a 
soup kitchen which has been established at ‘the Soviet Club for their 
subsistence. The remainder, for the most part, are barely able to make a 
living. ‘There has been a gradual exodus of Tsingtao Soviets to Harbin in 
response to offers of, or in the hope of obtaining, employment in the mines 
or on the railway.* 


2. There were, in January 1950, no Soviets aireotly from the USSR in Tsingtao. 
At the time of the celebration of the October Revolution, two so-called 
Soviet "generals" were in Tsingtao for about ten days, apparently as guests 
of the silitary Control Commission, They lived in a private residence under 
heavy military guard. Although they were at the Soviet Club on at least two 
oscasions, they were not friendly to the local Soviet citizens. The Tsingtao 
Soviets who met and talked with them did not leara their full names, ‘han 
Lelohitsky and a committee invited them to a banquet at the Soviet Club, the 
visiting officers neither attended the banquet nor sent their apologies.** 
Tne Soviet visitors were said to be military technicians investigating harbor 
and airfield facilities and ruilways. 
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
